room, I saw a young woman with an 
infant. The woman looked as if she had 
been waiting for hours for news of her hus- 
band, or perhaps one of her parents or a 
friend. The baby was oblivious to any go-

crumpled, shiny candy wrapper on the 
floor. The baby’s sputtering, gurgling yelps 
of happiness were a stark counterpoint to 
the woman’s obvious anxiety about the 
news she wasn’t sure would come, and 
prayed she wouldn’t have to hear. 

I'd only been in the waiting room for about a half an 
hour, but I was getting uncomfortable. I’ve never felt at 
ease in hospitals, and maybe that’s becalse, thank goodness, 
I’ve never been a patient in one. It’s probably also due to 
the fact that there’s a significant percentage of people who 
are checked into hospitals who never have the opportunity 
to check out. I guess that’s why the presence in that waiting 
room of the woman with the baby seemed so peculiar to 
me: new life bubbling merrily along while news of the worst 
possible kind seems to lurk only a wheezing breath away. 

I was thankful when a doctor broke my concentration 
and told me it was okay to go on up to room 303 in the 
telemetry unit. Telemetry—that’s where a patient is hooked 
up to wires and diodes and sensors that keep constant track 
of his heartbeat. He said that Steve Williams was awake, 
but that he was groggy. And I could only stay a minute. 
And don’t expect him to be able to talk, the doctor added, 
because his neck was in traction and he was unable to 
speak. 

Hospital elevators. They’re big, to accomodate stretchers 
and gurneys and so forth. Plenty of room for thought. I 
pressed the button marked “3” and, as the doors glided 
shut, I thought about the piece of videotape I had seen the 
day before in the office:

DiBiase, having had a few seconds to recover, 
jumped to his feet and hit Hayes in the face several times. 
Gordy rushed in and clotheslined DiBiase again. The third 
Freebird, Buddy Roberts, rushed into the ring, and a three- 
on-one took place. As Roberts and Hayes held DiBiase, 
Gordy climbed to the top rope and delivered an Oriental 
spike to DiBiase’s throat. 

The next sight was Ike the cavalry coming to the rescue in 
some old western. Steve ‘Dr. Death” Williams ran into the

ring to help his friend. DiBiase had been 

stunned by the clothesline-spike combina- 

tion, however, and a three-on-one quickly 
developed on Williams. The brawl took 
place mostly on the area outside the ring, 
and it was there that the horror took place: 
As Michael Hayes held one foot and 
Buddy Roberts held the other, pressing 
down and adding force and power to the 
impending move, Terry Gordy delivered a 
piledriver to Williams on the concrete floor. 

The attack brought back grisly images of 

1981 in Atlanta. It was then and there that 
The Freebirds did precisely the same thing to DiBiase. And 
it also brought back images of late 1985, when DiBiase 
wound up in the hospital with a neck injury at the hands of 
Dick Murdoch. 

The elevator doors opened and I was on the third floor. 
A sign directed the way to room 303. Down one hallway, 
make a left, and three rooms down on the right. I didn’t 
want to intrude on the privacy of any patient in any room I 
passed, but my peripheral vision provided me with multiple 
images of illness and injury. And the smell of a hospital, 
once experienced, is something that never leaves you. 

Room 303. I entered slowly, as if not wanting to disturb 
the healing process taking place within. I saw Williams, lying 
in a bed, his neck in traction, several wires leading to his 
body, and a tube in his nose. His eyes were open, barely, 
and he appeared more drunk than tired. I think he recog- 
nized me, because he 
smiled. He weakly 
pointed to his right 
eye, and I didn’t un- 
derstand. He made 
ever-so-slight crisscross 
motions with his fin- 
ger, and then I knew 
what he was referring 
to: the incident last 
year where he had 108 
stitches put around his 
; eye, and then wrestled 
Steve Williams that same day. That 
one gesture spoke volumes: “I’m not about to give up. I’m 
tough. P’ll be back, sooner than anyone thinks. And I’ll be 
back stronger than ever. I’m not a quitter, and I never will 
be.”” 

Williams lay back in the bed, closed his eyes, and went to 
sleep. I went back to the elevator, pressed “1,” and tried to 
find enough change in my pockets to call the office. 

When I got to the telephone booth in the waiting room, I 
noticed that the woman and the infant were gone. | hoped 
that her news that day was at least as good as mine.

An Amazing Story Continues: 


HRIS ADAMS WILL never 
forget a phone call he re- 
ceived at his home in Stratford on 
Avon, England, in early March. 
As Adams tells it, he was lounging 


When Chris Adams regained his sight and returned to the wrestling 
ring, he had overcome what doctors termed impossible odds. But when 
Adams beat Rick Rude for the World Class heavyweight championship, 

nothing short of a miracle had taken place

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around his house, deeply depressed 
over the fate that had befallen him, 
wondering if he would ever see again, 
trying to figure out why it had hap- 
pened to him. 

“1 picked up the phone and this guy 
with a weasely, little voice asks me if 
I’m Chris Adams, the wrestler,’ Ad- 
ams explains. “‘Well, I said that I was, 
and he asked me if it was true that I 
had been blinded. Then, this guy tells 
me that he’s calling from this carnival 
that tours the United States and was 
wondering if I’d be interested in join- 
ing his production as a blind wrestler. I 
told him he was nuts, that I’d never be 
a sideshow freak at some carnival and 
that if he ever called again, I’d hunt 
him down and break his little neck.” 

Adams’ face was now red with an- 
ger. ‘‘Sideshow freak, huh?” he said. 
‘‘Well, here 1 am. Blind in February, 
World Class champion in July. They 
said I’d never see again and they were 
wrong. They said I’d never wrestle 
again and they were wrong. All those 
fools, they underestimated Chris Ad- 
ams. Rick Rude and Percy Pringle un- 
derestimated Chris Adams. Ask Rude 
how it feels to lose to a man with only 
one eye.” 

Actually, Adams has regained nearly 
full vision, but the patch he wears over 


Chris was unable to put Rude away with his 
sleeper, but the hold did help him get back 
into the match. 
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Rude puts Adams on his back after a right-left combination. At this point in the match, 


many observers felt that Adams had rushed too quickly into a title match. 


his left eye while wrestling serves as an 
ever-present reminder of how far he’s 
come and how far he has to go. Make 
no mistake about it. Chris Adams is 
not wrestling at 100 percent, and the 
fact that he beat Rick Rude for the 
World Class title is far more than 
amazing. It’s one of the great miracles 
of modern sports history. 

Think about it for a second. Has 
any sporting event of the past 50 years 
rivaled what Adams has done? Associ- 
ating the term “‘miracle”’ with a sport- 
ing event is often done but rarely ap- 
propriate. When the U.S. Olympic 
hockey team stunned the Soviets in the 
1980 Olympics, it was called a miracle. 
But over the years, it became obvious 
that the United States’ players were 
more talented than anybody had 
thought. The Miracle Mets of 1969? 
Simply a case of great pitching coming 
together all at once. 

But on July 4, 1986, at Dallas’ Re- 
union Arena, it was truly wrestling’s 
night of miracles. First, Mike Von 
Erich returned to the ring for the first 


time since his battle with toxic shock 
syndrome and received a standing ova- 
tion from the 11,800 people in 
attendance. Mike, Kevin, and Lance 
Von Erich beat Matt Borne, Butch 
Reed, and Buzz Sawyer. But even 
more incredible—no, miraculous—was 
Chris Adams’ victory over Rick Rude. 
Certainly, it didn’t look as though 
Adams would have a chance to win 
when referee David Manning was 
knocked out and Rude took control 
with a full nelson. But Percy Pringle, 
who has made it a habit to interfere in 
Rude’s matches, climbed up onto the 
top rope with his cane and prepared to 
jump on Adams. But Adams ducked 
and Pringle hit Rude instead. Just as 
this happened, Manning recovered and 
Adams covered Rude for the title. 
There was a bit of irony in the way 
Adams won the match. When the 
World Class seceded from the NWA 
earlier this year and dumped the con- 
troversial disqualification rule in favor 
of a new ruling that allowed titles to

EIR SCIENTIFIC MOVES are 
remarkably complex. They dazzle 
their opponents with teamwork that is 
as uncommon as it is effective. They 
are The British Bulldogs, and as WWF 
World tag team champions, they have 
weathered dozens of challenges from 
the likes of Iron Sheik and Nikolai 
Volkoff, Greg Valentine and Brutus 
Beefcake, and Jim Neidhart and Brett 
Hart. 
But what about those teams that 
aren’t in the WWF? Would The Brit- 


ish Bulldogs be able to leap, tumble, 
and dazzle their way to victory against 
The Road Warriors? How about The 
Rock ’n’ Roll Express? Or The Fabu- 
lous Freebirds, The Fantastics, or Jim 
Cornette’s Midnight Express? 

The members of the editorial board 
of Inside Wrestling took a long after- 
noon—a very long afternoon (the ses- 
sion lasted from 3 p.m. until nearly 
one in the morning!)—to discuss and 
argue the possible results of a series of 
six dream matchups. The capsule sum- 


maries that follow represent no single 
editor’s opinions, but rather the gener- 
al consensus of the entire editorial 
board. They are intended not so much 
as definitive statements on such match- 
ups, but rather jumping-off points for 
your own discussions of these rather 
intriguing tag team matches. 

And now, let’s take a look at the 
possible results as Dynamite Kid and 
Davey Boy Smith, The British Bull- 
dogs, take on six of the sport’s most 
spectacular and talented tag teams. 


es 
Dynamite Kid and Davey Boy Smith are widely hailed as the 
greatest WWF tag team champions of all time. But how would 
they fare in matches against the sport's top non-WWF pairings? 
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Bulldogs vs. The Road Warriors: 
Key question: Will the Bulldogs set the 
pace of the match with their speed ma- 
neuvers, or will the Warriors be able to 
keep Kid and Smith slowed long 
enough to effectively use their power 
maneuvers? The outcome of the match 
depends in large part on the answer to 
that question. Our panel agreed that 
the "Dogs would take an early advan- 
tage in the match, but that the War- 
riors would have the stamina and 
strength to overcome any pinning com- 
binations that Kid and Smith could 
come up with. After a series of aerial 
moves, when the "Dogs slow their pace 
to catch their breath and regroup, 
Hawk and Animal would move in, 
overpower them, and claim the victory.

To 
beat The British Bulldogs, the Warriors 
would have to use their strength and hope 
to wear their opponents down over the 
course of the match.

’n’ Roll Express and the Bulldogs would be the most dazzling display of scientific prowess and speed 
imaginable between two tag teams. 


Bulldogs vs. The Rock ’n’ Roll Ex- 
press: A true matchup of speed vs. 
speed. Both teams employ complex 
maneuvers and quick, effective team- 
work. The ’Dogs are slightly more cre- 
ative over the course of the match, 


while the Express tend to prefer setting 
up their opponents for established ma- 
neuvers such as the double dropkick. 
Also, the Express are more willing 
than the purely scientific Dogs to take 
the match to a brawl if necessary. We 


anticipate a dazzling match in which 
both teams utilize their full arsenals of 
pinning combinations. Expect this 
match to be fought to a magnificent, 
exciting, high-energy time-limit draw.

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NICK BOCKWINKEL: 


“VM TWICE THE MAN 
STAN HANSEN EVER WAS!" 


EVERBERATIONS OF anger 

and disbelief are still thundering 
through the minds and hearts of AWA 
Jans. Nick Bockwinkel is now in pos- 
session of the AWA World heavy- 
weight title—his fourth—and he didn’t 
have to step into the ring to get it. The 
story is fast becoming 1986’s most 
talked-about ruling. 

On June 29, Bockwinkel was slated 
to wrestle AWA champ Stan Hansen 
in Denver, Hansen inexplicably left the 
arena only minutes after arriving, and 
left no word as to where he was going 
or whether he would return. 

Denver promoter Gene Reed tele- 
phoned AWA President Stanley Black- 
burn for advice. Blackburn told Reed 
that if Hansen did not return to the 
arena before the last of the remaining 
matches was completed (it happened to 
be a battle royal), Bockwinkel would 
become the new champion by default. 

Hansen, who left for a tour of Ja- 
pan the day after the ruling, has been 
thus far unavailable for comment. 
Bockwinkel, however, graciously con- 
sented to the following interview, con- 
ducted by Inside Wrestling Associate 
Editor Craig Peters. 


Q: I don’t want to be insulting, Nick, 
but I have to be honest: A part of 
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me wants to congratulate you, and| A: I believe so. I’ve always been of

: He ran out on me. I can’t honestly 
believe that there was anything so 
pressing, short of a death in the 
family, that would keep him away 
from a title defense. And if there 
was a personal tragedy he had to 
deal with, he certainly could have 
taken five seconds to inform [Den- 
ver promoter] Gene Reed about the 
reasons he had for leaving the 
building. I’ve thought about it long 
and hard, and Hansen was simply 
afraid. It only goes to prove what 
I’ve known for a long time: I’m 
twice the man Stan Hansen ever 
was. 

Q: But, I mean, do you honestly, deep 
down in your heart honestly, be- 
lieve that you deserve the title? 

A: I’ve said this before, and I’ll say it 
again. If Hansen was to wrestle 
Leon White or Curt Hennig or 
Greg Gagne, and he ran out on 
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walk away from arenas and I did 
not shirk any title defense responsi- 
bilities. I took on any and all men 
who felt they wanted to challenge 
me for the belt. And you know 
what? I held that title for 15 
months. Many men had many 
chances to unseat me from the title 
throne. If I was undeserving of the 
title, how could I have been so 
successful in defending the belt for 
so long? I deserved that title, and I 
intend to prove, over the months 
to come, that I’m equally as de- 
serving of this title reign. 

: But it seems to me that a fairer 
decision might have been to either 
suspend title matches until an ‘ex- 
planation from Hansen was made, 
or perhaps to vacate the title and 
hold a round-robin tournament for 
the belt. 

: I don’t want to be placed in the 
position of second-guessing the 
AWA President, Craig, but I can 
tell you that, just as decisions in 
our American legal system are 
based on precedent, there is in fact 
precedent for this decision. 


Q: When was that? 
A: Well, back in 1980, Verne Gagne 


and Mad Dog Vachon held the 
AWA World tag team belts. When 
Verne defeated me for the AWA 
World title on July 18 of that year, 
he had taken such a beating in the 
match that he decided that he 
needed a vacation in Europe to 
recuperate. After all, he was now 
expected to defend two world title 
belts. Anyway, Verne didn’t know 
about a scheduled tag team title 
match against Adrian Adonis and 
Jesse Ventura. He should have 
known—that’s the responsibility of 
a champion. Verne’s friends tried 
to get in touch with him, but they 
couldn’t. 


: And the tag belts were awarded to 


Adonis and Ventura by default. 


: Precisely. And, coincidentally, that 


match was scheduled to take place 
in Denver, and the promoter then, 
as now, was Gene Reed. 


: Before we run out of time, Nick, I 


want to ask you to rate the three 
men who you feel are the top chal- 
lengers to the belt right now. 
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I’d welcome the opportunity 


to wrestle Hansen. The 
sooner I pin Hansen’s 
shoulders to the mat for a 


three-count, the sooner the

BILL WATTS WALKS 
TALL EOR AMERICA 


OWBOY BILL WATTS is two 

men. On the one hand he is 
Bill Watts, UWF president and stat- 
utory policeman of the most rug- 
ged, most violent federation in the 
sport. On the other hand he is Bill 
Watts, wrestler, defender of person- 
al honor, and recent campaigner 
against such hated grapplers as 
Kortsia Korchenko, The Blade Run- 
ners, and Eddie Gilbert. 

There are some fans who don’t 
recognize the distinction. Or who 
feel that one man ought not try to 
be two men. 

“Listen to this piece of tripe,’ 
Watts said as he removed the sheet 
of paper from a large folder on the 
desk that held most of the UWF 
area’s current and pending busi- 
ness. ‘‘My friend Bill Apter up at 


Inside Wrestling sent this one down 
to me, a letter from a Darryl 
Richardelle of Cut Off, Louisiana. 
Apter thought I’d be _ interested. 
Listen to this: 

“Since the birth of the UWF last 
spring, ‘Cowboy’ Bill Watts, presi- 
dent of the federation, has once 
again come out of retirement to try 
and rid the area of ‘Hot Stuff’ Ea- 
die Gilbert, the Russians, and The 
Fabulous Freebirds. It was proven 
that Watts was not up to the task 
when he was severely injured twice 
on national television. If Watts 
can’t stand the heat, he should get 
out of the kitchen. | think he 
should leave the policing actions to 
the wrestlers who are still in their 
primes, such as Terry Taylor, Steve 
Williams, and Ted DiBiase. 


“And there’s more,’’ Watts said 
as he screwed his face into a gri- 
mace of disgust. ‘‘Listen: 

“| thought | had seen ‘The Cow- 
boy’ in the ring for the last time 
with his ‘Final Stampede’ cam- 
paign against Jim Cornette and The 
Midnight Express. | was apparently 
wrong. I'm getting a little tired of 
seeing ‘Cowboy’ Bill Watts come 
out of retirement to try and be a 
hero. Watts was a great champion, 
but his prime is over. So, Watts, 
what will it be? Will you run the 
Universal Wrestling Federation from 
your office, or will you wrestle in 
the ring? | really wish you would 
make up your mind.” 

Watts’ eyes burned with intensity 
of purpose. ‘‘You know what | think 
of this letter?’’ he asked rhetorical-

ly. Without waiting for an answer, 
he took the letter and proceeded to 
transform it into a fistful of 
confetti. 

“Can't stand the heat ... may- 
be this punk from Cut Off ought to 
step through those ropes and see 
what it’s like.” 

Watts threw the confetti into the 
garbage can. The letter had clearly 
struck a raw nerve, and Watts was 
anxious to make his opinions clear- 
ly known. 

“First of all, | can stand the 
heat, and I've proven that time and 
time again. Do you see Kortsia 
Korchenko in the UWF anymore? 
Do you see The Blade Runners in 
the UWF anymore? Who do you 
think is stepping forward and doing 
something about [Eddie] Gilbert? 
Damn right. 

“Hey, maybe my prime is over,” 
said Watts, who: began his profes- 
sional career in 1959, “‘but that 
doesn’t mean I’m still not able to 
get the job done. You look at any 
sport, particularly .this year, and 
you'll see it’s the guys with the 
experience who have been coming 
out on top. Okay, | may not be 
wrestling when I’m 70, but at this 
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point, age isn’t the biggest factor in 
my career.”’ 

Watts seemed to calm down a 
bit, and the fire in his eyes subsid- 
ed somewhat as his memory 
brought him back to the early days 
and feuds of his career. 

“Hell, | held just about every 


damn title on the map. Feuded 


with every damn wrestler that 
crossed my path. Back in ’65 | 
wrestled Bruno Sammartino. He 
called it the toughest match of his 
career. And who do you think put 
Oklahoma wrestling on the map? 
Damn straight!”’ 

Watts opened the bottom drawer 
of his desk, pulled out a thick ma- 
nila folder, leafed through it quick- 
ly, and pulled out a magazine 
clipping. 

“This is from December 1970. 
See what this says? ‘All-American 
Pro Wrestler Bill Watts.’ And that's 
the bottom line for me. Always 
was, always will be. All-American,”’ 

Watts replaced the folder, and 
his eyes once again took on an un- 
common intensity. 

“See, | like being president of 
the UWF. The toughest thing | have 
to tangle with is maybe some sort 
of legal rigamarole or other to clear 
a man’s contract to wrestle; | don’t 
have to worry about getting the you 
know what beaten out of me at any 
second with an ambush from 
behind. 

“But first of all, | never liked 
what Korchenko was doing, draping 
his Russian flag over an opponent. 
That was unnecessarily insulting to 
his opponents. And as for Gilbert— 
well, Eddie’s a good kid, and he’s 
gone wrong. He’s not stupid by any 
means, he’s just ... it’s kind of 
like when a teenager falls in with 
the wrong crowd. Eddie fell in with 
the wrong crowd. And he’s got to 
be taught a lesson. 

“‘Hey, | may not be able to do 
triple backflips off the top rope, 
and the fans may not clamor for 
me to be turned into a Saturday 
morning cartoon, and | may not 
look like some kind of bodybuilder,

but I’m damned if I’m gonna sit by 
and do nothing while Gilbert and 
Korchenko and The Blade Runners 
do whatever they damn please. Hell 
no. | can separate business from 
wrestling, and if the need arises, 
I’m going to do just that. Just like 
I've done for four decades. Walking 
tall for America, that’s my motto, 
and there isn’t anybody, wrestler or 
fan, who can keep me from keep- 
ing on walking, anywhere or any 
time | want.” 

Watts sat back in his chair with 
an angry, but satisfied, look on his 
face. No doubt that satisfaction 
comes from the fact that 
Korchenko and The Blade Runners 
are no longer in the UWF. 

Walking tall for America.

EN SOUTHERN champion 
Lex Lugar signed to wrestle Ric 
Flair in a best two-out-of-three-falls 
match for the NWA World champion- 
ship, he never could have realized that 
the bout would turn into a 10-on-1 
mugging with Lugar on the wrong 
side. Nor could he have realized that, 
despite winning the first fall, he would 
never even get the opportunity to win 
the title. 

It all had to do with Sir Oliver 
Humperdink, who devised a sinister 
sneak attack that landed Lugar in a 
local hospital. Actually, when Flair re- 
turned to the dressing room after los- 
ing the first fall, Lugar should have 
figured that something was going on: 
Wrestlers rarely return to the dressing 
room between falls, unless injured, and 
Flair was still, for the most part, in 
one piece. 

Just as Flair disappeared into the 
dressing room, Humperdink and nine 
of his men poured into the ring and 
attacked Lugar. Joining the outrageous 
manager were Kendo Nagasaki, The 
White Ninja, Ron Bass, and six 
masked men, who still have not been 
identified. Lugar was struck by seven 
deadly karate thrusts and lay motion- 
less on the mat. Barry Windham, who 
at the time was injured and using 
crutches, tried to help out, but he was 
also attacked and had his knee 
reinjured.

change hands on  disqualifications, 
many people felt that Pringle’s interfer- 
ence would eventually cost Rude the 
title. But nobody thought that Pringle’s 
interference would cause Rude to get 
pinned. 

‘Percy is a very excitable man,” 
said a subdued Rude at the postmatch 
press conference. ‘‘Occasionally, he 
gets a little too involved with what’s 
going on, but he’s only trying to help. 
Unfortunately, in this case, it ended up 
costing me the title, because I was go- 
ing to beat Adams even without Per- 
cy’s help. I’m not ready to blame him 
for what happened, but I would hope 
that it doesn’t happen again. In fact, 
I’m going to take precautions to make 
sure it doesn’t happen again,” 

Rude refused to elaborate on those 
planned precautions, but in the follow- 
ing days, it became obvious that a rift 
had developed between Pringle and the 
former World Class champion. Pringle 
was not present for a photo session 
with Rude and appeared just minutes 
prior to a match one week later. Rude 
walked away, obviously angered, from 
a strategy meeting with his manager 
and was later seen engaged in a loud 
shouting match with Pringle. 

It should be remembered that Rude 
and Pringle came to the World Class 
area after Rude lost the Southern title 
to Wahoo McDaniel following a simi- 
lar blunder by Pringle. Six months ear- 
lier, Pringle’s misguided interference 
enabled Brian Blair to defeat Rude. 
When Rude and Pringle came to the 
World Class area, the manager was 
under strict orders from his charge to 
stay clear of the ring. 

But as his title defenses became 
more and more difficult, Rude allowed 
more and more interference from his 
manager. So, in truth, he is partially to 
blame for the loss. 

“A man of Rude’s ego will never 
admit to that,”’ said Adams, who fore- 
sees Rude and Pringle’s relationship 
ending in much the same manner as 
his with Gino Hernandez. “I remem- 


ber when Gino and I were the same 
way, just before things totally fell 
apart. We were both stubborn egoma- 
niacs and we were destined to butt 
heads sooner or later. I just hope that 
they don’t reach as tragic an end as we 
did.” 

Of course, the culmination of that 
friendship were the blinding of Adams 
and Hernandez’s death, a tragic pair 
of events that had no chance for a 
happy ending. Certainly, nothing can 
bring back Hernandez. His death was 
a lesson for everybody, including Ad- 
ams. ‘“‘When Gino died, I thought 
about my life and what I wanted to 
happen in my future,’’ Adams said. “I 
wasn’t going to remain a bitter man 
and I wasn’t going to let my life go to 
waste. In a way, Gino is greatly re- 
sponsible for me winning the title.” 

There were other incidents that 
caused Adams’ change of heart: the 
telephone call from the carnival barker, 
an incident on a Dallas street when 
Adams stopped to help out a blind 
man and saw what his own future 
might hold, and a relationship that de- 
veloped in the hospital with a seven- 
year-old boy who was dying from a 
brain tumor, 

“This young boy was an IQ genius, 
a beautiful kid with a great personal- 
ity,” said Adams, ‘‘His father was a 
college baseball star and his mother a 
beauty queen. This kid figured to have 
a great future and then, when he was 
six, the doctors diagnosed a brain tu- 
mor. When I was in the hospital, I 
talked to the boy every day and I was 
overcome by his courage to overcome 
the illness, the positive attitude he 
managed to maintain, and his love for 
other people. Two days after he was 
released, I found out that the young 
boy died. I’ve now dedicated the -rest 
of my life to this kid.” 

Chris Adams is a changed man, a 
hard-working individual with a positive 
outlook on life. His bitterness gone, his 
hatred dissolved, Adams was able to 
overcome the odds, regain his sight, 
and return to the wrestling ring. 

On July 4, 1986 in Dallas, a miracle 
occurred. Perhaps Chris Adams’ amaz- 
ing story has just begun. Oo

fect certain elements of finance 
throughout the globe. 

Professional wrestling is no differ- 
ent. Now, I’m not asserting that The 
Legion of Doom possesses any claim 
to the NWA World heavyweight 
championship itself. But I do want to 
clarify that The Road Warriors were in 
fact the strongest eddies and flows in 
the strong currents that brought Dusty 
Rhodes to the most honored position 
in professional sport. 

Let’s go back to square one and 
follow the mathematics through to the 
bottom line. 

We're talking about The Great 
American Bash, a series of the 14 most 
significant cards in the history of the 
NWA. Fourteen cards that set the pace 
for professional wrestling in the year 
that is to follow. Fourteen cards that 
underwent microscopic attention by the 
entire wrestling world. And as such, 
the pressure placed on the wrestlers, 
and on Ric Flair in particular, is abso- 
lutely enormous. 

The first Bash of the series naturally 
was a most important one. It would 
set the pace that the remaining cards 
would have to follow. And in that first 
Bash, on July 1 in Philadelphia’s Vet- 


erans Stadium, Flair placed his title on 
the line against Hawk. 

Anyone who was in Philadelphia 
that day would have to have been 
blind not to witness two clear and dis- 
tinct facts about the Flair-Hawk 
match: Flair was supremely overpow- 
ered by Hawk, and Flair was experienc- 
ing a level of fear he seldom has in his 
life. 

We saw that same fear precisely 
eight days later, when Animal chal- 
lenged Flair for the belt at the fifth 
Bash card in Cincinnati’s Riverfront 
Stadium. 

Flair had never wrestled Hawk or 
Animal in singles matches prior to the 
Great American Bash, though he had 
wrestled them in six-man contests— 
with Dusty Rhodes as the Warriors’ 
partner. That’s a significant fact. 

On July 26, the 13th Bash would 
prove to be the unlucky one for Flair. 
Still vibrating from the depths of the 
fear he experienced, fear over the fact 
that yes, these two men, these Road 
Warriors, are more capable of taking 
his title than anyone else he has ever 
faced, Flair stepped into the steel cage 
in Norfolk, Virginia. Dusty Rhodes

saw the fear in Flair’s eyes, he noticed 
the errors that fear caused Flair to 
commit, and he capitalized on those 
errors, 

To his credit, Rhodes wrestled a 
magnificent match in Norfolk. But 
consider: Rhodes has wrestled dozens 
of magnificent matches against Flair 
over the last year or more. He has 
come close many times to winning the 
coveted heavyweight title. What made 
this night different from the other 
nights? 

Remember: It was the next-to-last 
Bash. Flair was tired. He had to live 
up to a pace set by Hawk in the open- 
ing Bash, he had to defend his title 
against not only Hawk and Animal 
and Dusty, but also Magnum T.A., 
Wahoo McDaniel, Rick Morton, Rob- 
ert Gibson, Ronnie Garvin, and Nikita 
Koloff. He was tired. And the fear, 
fear experienced for the first time when 
he stepped into the ring with Hawk, 
and again a week later with Animal, 
that fear welled to the surface in the 
face of the exhaustion. Exhaustion and 
fear. I’ve seen it before. It can kill a 
man. In this case, it nearly did. 

No, The Road Warriors did not se- 
riously injure Flair physically and allow 
Dusty to win the title, though they did 
give him two of the toughest physical 
matches of his life. But they did crip- 
ple him psychologically. Yes, fear is 
crippling, and Flair was indeed 


crippled. 
That, in a very real sense, was how 
my Road Warriors made Dusty 


Rhodes NWA World champion. It was 
a subtle effect on the NWA World title 
picture, but it was an effect that was 
nevertheless there, and it is clearly ap- 
parent to anyone willing to take a 
deeper look beneath the surface of 
events that took place during The 
Great American Bash. 

In conclusion, I want to wish Dusty 
Rhodes good luck during his new title 
reign, and I want to point out that I 
will be paying very close attention to 
what transpires over the next few 
weeks. For Dusty will have to provide 
a mandatory set of rematches to Flair, 
And if he can successfully hold off 


Flair and claim the title as his own for : 


more than a week or two, I will be 
approaching him with a contract. 

Because if the ’86 Bash series taught 
professional wrestling anything, it 
taught wrestling this: That fear—fear 
and The Road Warriors—are three 
things that, from this day forward, ev- 
ery NWA World champion will have 
to deal with sooner or later. 

Mark this promise well: The Legion 
of Doom will possess both the NWA 
World tag team championship and the 
NWA World singles title before the 
decade of the ’80s is complete. 

One final comment to Dusty 
Rhodes: You’re welcome. O

sault. And it’s tragic that the vic- 
tim of the assault was a man who 
has little say over who his oppo- 
nents will be—Hulk Hogan. 

Hogan has cause for concern. 
Apparently, he not only has to 
worry about such men as Randy 
Savage, Adrian Adonis, and Jake 
Roberts, but now he must realize 
that he is not even safe from the 
people he thought he could trust. 
If Orndorff could attack him and 
be rewarded with title matches, 
what’s to stop Tito Santana or 
Cpl. Kirchner from doing the 
same? 

The obvious solution to the 
problem is to reward wrestlers 
equally with title shots, regardless 
of whether or not they adhere to 
the rules. Why does the WWF in- 
sist that the fans would not be 
receptive to a Hulk Hogan-King 
Tonga match? Or a Hulk Hogan- 
Rick Steamboat match? Or (I 
shudder to think) a Hulk Hogan- 
Bruno Sammartino match? Re- 
cent attendance figures have 
proven that fans have grown tired 
of seeing the same matchups 
over and over. Such matches 
would add some spice the in- 
creasingly boring WWF wrestling 


scene. 

The random format at the 
WWF's “King Of The Ring” tour- 
nament in Foxboro, Massachu- 
setts, in July allowed for some 
rulebreaker vs. rulebreaker and 
scientific vs. scientific matches. | 
didn’t notice too many of the fans 
leaving their seats for hot dogs 
while Magnificent Muraco wres- 
tled Roddy Piper or even when 
Pedro Morales wrestled Mike Ro- 
tundo. The fans are a little more 
sophisticated than WWF promot- 
ers apparently think they are. 
Agreed, there’s nothing better 
than a hot feud. But it’s also fun 
to watch two guys you hate trying 
to do each other in or two of the 
most capable scientific stars being 
allowed to show their skills for an 
entire match instead of being 
dragged into a brawl with a 
rulebreaker. 

Paul Orndorff’s dissension, | be- 
lieve, was fostered by the WWF’s 
antiquated policy forbidding Ho- 
gan from wrestling scientific wres- 
tlers. Before another popular 
wrestler is driven by the same 
frustration that led Orndorff astray, 
the WWF must act to resolve this 
unjust situation. O
